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IkFTER last month's a/icle, I wonder if some 
really good boy and girl friends have given up 
and decided "that padre is really for the birds; 
no more of him — and yet he sounded like a nice 
guy when he started out this year." 

A person is never really a good friend if he 
agrees with us all the time. You haven't faced 
up to that wonderful fact yet, but, sometime in 
the next few years, I hope you will come to 



wrong. We're not even sure what people mean 
when they say things can happen, but with us — 
nope, sorry. Padre. We're different." 

That really sounds sharp and it's reel cool logic, 
too, as you would say, but let me ask you ons real 
cool question for that real cool logic. May 1;? It's 
just a simple one but it's power-packed if you 
really think about it. 

Are you normal? 




appreciate it. We all do , . , sooner or later. 

We were talking about boys and girls going 
steady in late grade school and in high school,, 
weren't we?. 

Probably the hardest thing in the whole wide 
world for wonderful Catholic youth to .realize is 
that some things -ZooS: good but for a iime they 
are not. Going Steady is one of those wonderful 
things we hear about time and again and yet 
everyone-puts the ax to it. The reasoning usually 
goes like this: "Father, they just don't understand. 
We're different! Nothing ever happens that is. 



"Why of course, Padre. If we weren't talking 
by way of the printed page, and you didn't wear, 
black, and we've been taught to respect you, ws 
would be tempted to say that was a number-one 
stupid question. Certainly we're normal and we're 
proud of it." - ';. 

If then you are normal, it is a simple and com- 
pletely undeniable fact that as boys and girls 
reach maturity, or what we might technically call 
"adolescence", they begin to feel the emotional 
responses, of that maturity in their bodies and 
theirwhole psychological make-up. (What a big 
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word! Look it up in those Websters you are sup- 
posed to be using for English classes anyway.) 
Those emotions and reactions ore tied up with 
one of the most wonderful powers that God has 
given to each of His creatures. It is the power by 
which In a sense, like God, they are able to create 
new life which is going to go on and on living 
for all eternity. This power which God gives to 
each boy and girl, man and woman, is one of 
the most precious gifts that God could give o 
human being, and since it is so precious, He sur- 
rounds it with certain rules and regulations. 

We know that, when we have something new 
and expensive, we take good care of it. If some- 
one gives' me a $200 watch for graduation or 
for Christmas, I'm going to take awfully good 
care of it, I won't wear it all the time; I'll keep 
shining it; I'll take really good care that it doesn't 




get scratched or broken. I may even decide on 
special rules concerning when to wind it, or how 
to see that If gets the best use for the longest time. 
Why? Because it is expensive; it's valuable. I 
want to take care of it. 

So it is with that great power of reproduction 
or the power of sex that we hear about so much 
in cheap talk, which seems to be always being 
brought up in the movies and. on TV or in certain 
magazines. The way we hove been talking about 
it is God's view.. It is the only correct view, since 
that power comes from God and therefore God 
can lay down the rules and regulations that are 
to govern and protect it. 

If you are normal then, about your time of life, 
that power is beginning to develop and there is 
bound to be a natural attraction for many of you, 
between boys and girls. It isn't bad. In fact it is 
a very good thing because God wants it that way. 

But since that power is also tied up with the 
future and with marriage, we can't give in to 
the desires that follow from the power until we 
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are ready to take that responsibility of marriage. 

When boys and girls your age start pairing 
off with their "steady" and begin to concentrate 
only on each other, IF YOU ARE NORMAL, you 
are going to run into problems. These emotions 
which are good In themselves and which have a 
great and holy use for the future, will start re- 
acting away'ahead of time — but what can you 
do about them? 

You can't get serious because of school, be- 
cause of a lack of maturity in all kinds of other 
ways. You have to control the powers. You hove 
to watch out that they don't overpower you. 
Going Steady starts those emotions and powers 
working too fast and too soon. 

There's the problem. If you are normal, you 
work the way we have described in these columns. 
If you are normal you have to avoid things that 
are going to push you headlong into something 
you can't possibly be ready for. at your age. 

"But, Father, nothing like the kind of thing you 
talk about could ever happen to us. It hasn't. 
We just like each other and we like to be together. 
What's wrong with that? We aren't thinking about 
anything like marriage. Why, it's even silly to 
consider it at our age, 

For the umpteenth time, if you are normal, that's 
the pattern —whether you know it or not, whether 
you have felt any stirrings of those emotions or 
not. Going Steady brings them 'out and gets us 
into problems that become bigger and bigger 
and all AWAY ahead of time. That's the picture. 
That's the way God created each one of us. 

I've had o bet With hundreds of young people 
your age all over the country. If they are honest 
and sincere, they will admit that after going 
steady for a few months, they can feel those 
problems coming; they can realize that if isn't 
just a question of "I like you and you' like me." 
Then they get worried but they are so involved 
and so worked up over each other that they can't 
see the sensible reasons we try to gently insist 
upon. 

Think if over, girl pals and boy pals. As a 
young priest friend of mine puts It frequently: 
"I kid you not." 

I know what you see in the movies and in mag- 
azines. I am most aware of the constant barrage 
of pagan thought and pagan ideals that ore 
being thrown at you day after day and week 
after week. That's why I have taken time out in 
these columns to show you the REAL picture— 
the way God looks at things — and don't we both 
know it is the RIGHT way? 
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Girls should rise for introductions. to 
older women, distinguished persons, and 
guests of honor. young people are in- 
troduced to older people. all persons 
are introduced to a priest or a nun 
except higher-ranking clersv.
